FOR  THE  YEAR  195 5 . 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Whitefield, 


June,  1956. 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1955  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

Since  1948  the  health  duties  of  the  Council  have  been 
restricted  to  the  physical  environment  and  epidemic  diseases.  The 
physical  environment  means  principally  housing  and  food  hygiene. 
Epidemic  diseases  have,  for  the  past  few  years,  been  notable  for 
their  absence.  Measles,  and  to  a  lesser  extent,  whooping  cough, 
constitute  the  most  common  infections. 

The  Council  is  not  faced  with  a  serious  housing  problem  inso¬ 
far  as  unfit  houses  are  concerned.  The  majority  of  the  houses  in 
Whitefield  are  of  modern  construction. 

Thirteen  houses  were  represented  for  clearance  within  the 
Hillock  Area  and  the  Ministry  confirmed  the  representation  early  in 
1955,  A  further  22  houses  have  been  represented  in  the  same  area. 
Joint  consultation  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the 
Manchester  City  Council  is  proceeding  in  regard  to  the  housing  of 
overspill  population  from  Manchester  in  the  Hillock  Area, 

The  Council  completed  42  houses  during  the  year.  In  addition 
27  were  completed  by  private  enterprise.  The  number  of  applicants 
for  re-housing  at  31st  December  last  was  238, 

According  to  the  Registrar  General,  the  estimated  population 
for  mid  1955  was  12,960  compared  with  a  figure  of  13,020  for  1954, 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  13,4  and  the  adjusted  death  rate 
was  12,6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  were  15,0  and  11,7  respectively.  There  were  six  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  and  all  of  these  occurred  within  the 
first  week  of  life;  death  was  due  to  prematurity  or  congenital 
defects.  There  was  one  maternal  death. 

A  special  enquiry  was  made  in  connection  with  the  use  of 
Chinese  egg  albumen.  Salmonella  organisms  were  found  in  a  number  of 
samples  and  confectioners  were  advised  about  the  precautions  necessary 
to  make  this  product  safe.  No  cases  of  infection  were  traced  to  this 
source. 
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In  connection  with  meat  inspection,  there  is  no  local 
slaughtering  except  at  one  slaughterhouse  which  deals  only  with  horses „ 

No  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  contain  tuberculosis,  but 
ten  samples  of  ordinary  raw  milk  out  of  23,  and  three  samples  of 
pasteurised  milk  out  of  20,  were  unsatisfactory  in  regard  to 
bacteriological  content  -

advice  and  assistance  during  the  year*

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
27th  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1955,  whilst  the  section  dealing  with 
Cleansing  and  Rodent  Control  is  for  the  financial  year  ending  the 
31st  March,  1956. 

During  the  period  under  review,  1,574  premises  were  visited, 
204  nuisances  or  defects  were  found,  and  174  abated.  74  Informal 
and  9  Statutory  Notices  were  served. 

In  November,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
consented  to  the  granting  of  a  licence  in  respect  of  a  slaughter¬ 
house  at  Thurston  Fold  which  had  been  constructed  in  accordance  with 
modern  requirements.  The  premises  are  used  for  the  purpose  of 
slaughtering  horses,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  seven  had  been 
slaughtered.  There  is  one  other  licensed  slaughterhouse,  but  this 
was  not  used  during  the  year. 

May  I  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Surveyor,  and  the  staff  in  general,  my  appreciation  of  the  assist¬ 
ance  and  co-operation  shown  to  me  during  the  year.

Applications  were  received  from  tenants  of  14  houses  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair,  and  in  each  case  it  was  found,  on 
inspection,  such  applications  were  justified,  and  the  necessary 
certificates  were  accordingly  grantedo 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1  of  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1945,  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Health 
Committee  in  respect  of  150  houses.  After  careful  consideration  it 
was  resolved  that  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  be 
informed  that  the  estimated  number  of  houses  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  within  the  meaning  of  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act,  1954,  and  suitable  for  action  under  Section  11  or 
Section  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  is  150,  and  that  the  period 
which  the  Council  thinks  necessary  for  securing  demolition  of  the 
houses  is  15  years.  It  was  estimated  that  50  houses  would  be 
demolished  within  the  first  five  years.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE 
FOOD  SUPPLY o 

The  duties  of  safeguarding  the  food  supply  of  the  district  have 
been  vigorously  carried  out  during  the  year*  It  will  be  observed 
that  287  inspections  out  of  a  total  number  of  1,574  were  to  premises 
where  food  was  prepared  or  sold.. 


It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  full  co-operation  of  the  traders 
has  been  received  generally,  and  that  they  have  been  ready  and 
willing  to  carry  out  reasonable  suggestions  made  to  them  for  the 
improvement  of  their  premises.

MILK  SAMPLES® 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  samples  of  milk  taken  and 
submitted  for  examination  during  the  year® 

It  will  be  observed  that  ten  samples  of  ungraded  raw  milk  and 
13  tuberculin  tested  were  taken  during  the  year®  Of  the  23  samples 
taken,  ten  failed  to  satisfy  the  methylene  blue  test®  Of  the  ten 
unsatisfactory  samples,  nine  wore  produced  within  the  Council's  area® 

I  am  convinced  that  if  greater  supervision  and  care  were 
observed  at  the  point  of  production,  there  would  be  no  reason  what¬ 
soever  why  all  samples  should  not  be  satisfactory® 

In  the  case  of  unsatisfactory  samples,  copies  of  the  reports 
are  forwarded  to  the  Chief  Milk  Production  Officer  for  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  area® 

One  gratifying  feature  is  that  19  samples  of  milk  submitted  for 
biological  examination  were  found  to  bo  free  from  tuberculous 
infection®

The  X'jork  of  rodent  control  during  the  past  year  received  the 
full  attention  of  the  Department,  and  much  time  and  energy  has  been 
devoted  to  this  very  important  section  of  its  work*  The  success 
of  this  work  is  greatly  dependent  upon  receiving  the  full  co¬ 
operation  of  the  public,  and  in  this  direction  the  inhabitants  of 
the  district  have  been  very  prompt  in  notifying  the  Department  of 
the  first  signs  of  an  infestation.. 

There  are  two  employees  trained  in  the  recognised  technique 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  their 
services  are  available  for  dealing  with  any  infestations  which  may 
occur.  There  is  a  free  service  in  respect  of  treatment  of  private 
dwellings,  but  any  treatment  carried  out  at  business  premises  is 
charged  to  the  occupies  Certain  business  firms  in  the  area  employ 
private  contractors  to  carry  out  the  work  of  disinfestationo  Many 
of  the  farmers  in  the  area  have  annual  contracts  with  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  dealing  with  any  rodent 
infestation  on  their  premises 0 

It  was  not  possible  during  the  year  to  carry  out  the  usual 
sewer  treatments „  One  full  treatment  was  carried  out,  and  a 
further  treatment  was  in  progress  at  the  31st  March »  Labour 
difficulties  were  the  cause  of  this0

The  Council  also  take  part  in  the  joint  scheme  No®  2  for 
the  investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution®  For  this  purpose 
louvred  cover  lead  peroxide  cylinder  instruments  are  situated  in 
the  grounds  of  the  Cricket  Field  and  Sewage  Works® 

Though  only  two  timed  observations  were  taken  during  the 
year,  several  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  discussions  have 
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taken  place  with  the  Works  Managers,  Engineers  and  Boiler  Firemen,. 
Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  industrial  firms  with  a  view 
to  combating  the  smoke  nuisance,, 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE . 

The  subject  matter  of  this  report  deals  with  the  financial 
year  ending  31st  March,  1956. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  1  -  10  cubic  yard  Freighter 
with  six  loaders  employed  full  time,  and  1-9  cubic  yard  Fordson 
Jekta  with  driver  and  one  loader  employed  approximately  two  days  a 
week.

Difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  what  could  be 
considered  an  efficient  collection  service,  this  being  due  to 
several  factors  beyond  the  control  of  the  Department.  One  was  the 
insufficiency  and  changes  of  staff,  which  has  rarely  been  up  to 
full  strength;  another  that  the  quality  of  household  fuel  has  been 
such  as  to  give  a  heavy  ash  content  resulting  in  an  increase  in  the 
weight  of  refuse  to  be  collected.  This  may  be  appreciated  from 
the  above  table. 

Though  the  Refuse  Collection  Service  was  not  all  that  was 
desired,  it  is  felt  that  if  the  public  would  give  greater  co¬ 
operation,  a  better  service  could  be  achieved.  Much  of  the  refuse 
we  are  called  upon  to  collect  could  without  difficulty  be  disposed 
of  on  the  kitchen  fire,  and  if  the  public  would  refrain  from  putting 
garden  refuse  into  their  bins  the  number  of  bins  collected  per  day 
would  show  a  considerable  increase. 

KITCHEN  WASTE. 

The  amount  of  kitchen  waste  collected  was  160  tons  19  cwts. 
which  was  a  reduction  of  40  tons  as  against  the  previous  year. 

This  decrease  in  weight  was  due  to  the  removal  of  the  majority  of 
communal  bins  from  the  streets. 
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DUST  BIN  MAINTENANCE  SERVICE «, 

The  above  scheme,  which  was  inaugurated  in  June  1950,  has

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  2,007  bins  have  been 
replaced,  448  of  which  were  replaced  during  the  present  financial 
year  at  a  cost  to  the  Department  of  £700  0  1„  10do

The  Council's  salvage  scheme  continued  to  function  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  disposing  of 
materials  collected* 

The  Council  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  the  Salvage 
Stewards  who  have  assiduously  carried  out  this  important  task; 
also  to  the  public  who  have  readily  responded  to  the  appeals  made 
for  salvage »  It  is  felt,  however,  that  if  we  could  have  one- 
hundred  per  cent  co-operation  the  figures  would  show  a  considerable 
increase,  as  it  is  still  found  that  a  large  quantity  of  salvage 
material  is  finding  its  way  into  the  dust  bins® 

The  amount  of  revenue  received  from  salvage  for  the  ten 
years  ending  March  1955  was  £18,804o  13o  4d«,  of  which 
£9,811o  5o  ldo  was  received  from  waste  paper  and  £5,  183o  12  0  3do 
from  kitchen  waste0  The  remaining  revenue  was  received  from  rags, 
scrap  metal  and  other  salvage  materials »
